Editor of The Townsman: 

Any communication from our too 
too (sic) uncommunicative school 
committee deserves the top billing 
you gave it in last week’s (June 
11) Townsman even if the ideas 
expressed raise your readers’ eye- 
br owSe 

Although I find it hard to build 
up a head of steam regarding the 
virtues of oral French, I would 
like to offer two Comments on this 
subject. The first is that the argu- 
ments given by the committee in 
favor of oral French are both shal- 
low and shortsightede 

My second comment has to do 
with the cost of oral French. Ori- 
ginally, the committee needed 
$1400 for the fall term but now, 
through some financial wizardry, 
they will teach French in the 
fourth grade for the entire school 
year without cost 

This sounds like a new version 
of the old shell game and puzzles 
me in two ways. If our committee 
can get French instruction with- 
out cost why can’t they get Em 
glish instruction on equally fa- 
vorable terms? Why not extend 
their ‘‘something for nothing’ idea? 

Even more important is what is 
unsaid about future costs.-Few of 
your readers can take at face 
value the statement that the 
French program is being contin- 
ued on an experimental basise As 
French instruction includes more 
and more grades each year, the 
real cost will multiply to the point 
where no sleight of hand can hide 
it, A candid attitude toward the 
public would call for revealing 
rather than concealing the eventual 
costs. 

But the most baffling of the com- 
mittee’s views is their statement 
concerning discussion of the cur- 
riculum — that it ‘‘should not be 
discussed on the floor of town 
meeting.’”? This ambiguous state- 
ment raises serious questions 
about a subject too long re gar ded 
as the school committee’s sacred 
COWe 

Does the committee mean that 
the public hasn’t the right to do 
this, or does it mearly mean that 
the committee prefers not to have 
its curriculum questioned? 


lf the public has the right to 
discuss a school appropriation in- 


cluding hundreds of thousands of
